BOYS AND GIRLS MAY NOW DRINK IN TAVERNS 
OF CAPITAL CITY

An astounding decision was ren- 
dered recently by Corporation Coun- 
sel, Beernon C. West, that it is not a 
violation of the District liquor law 
for adult buyers of intoxicating li- 
quors to permit it to be consumed by 
minors (of any age) when served to 
them by the purchaser anywhere on 
the premises, at tables or at the bar. 

This decision, if allowed to stand, 
sweeps away every atom of protection 
which juveniles have on premises 
where liquor is sold to their elders. 
It makes of every tavern, cocktail 
bar, night club, hotel, or other place 
of sale, a juvenile saloon where boys 


and girls may be served and soaked 
with intoxicating liquor without vio- 
lating the law. 

BOOZE AND BABES 

One of the most shocking revela- 

tions brought out in a hearing before 
the House District Committee two 
years ago, was the testimony of Judge 
Fay Bently, of Juvenile Court, that 
mothers with infants were parking 
their baby carriages, occupied by 
their sleeping infants, outside Wash- 
ington taverns until late at night, 
while they were guzzling beer or hard 
liquor inside.

10 WAYS TO KILL THE SUNDAY SCHOOL

Church School Builder 


1. Always begin late. Five minutes or more will be suf- 
ficient. Run over into the time set for preaching service, if 
need be. 

2. When you do begin the Sunday School, if you are a 
teacher, take two or three minutes assembling your ma- 
terial and finding your place. 

3. Have a regular routine of opening and closing, and 
adhere strictly to it. People might think you were revolu- 
tionary if you introduced new methods. 

4. Come with a poorly prepared lesson. 

5. Do not introduce any social life among the young 
folk during the week. Never observe any special days in the 
Sunday School, as Children’s Day, Mother’s Day, and 
Christmas. 

6. If you should meet any member of the class ona 
weekday, never mind about speaking to him if you are 
busy. If you do speak, never call him by name. 

7. Use the printed questions in the lesson helps, exclu- 
sively. Do not introduce any new methods or devices. 

8. Do not use any contest methods. 

9. Of course, if you are especially tired, you can sleep 
later than usual and not come to Sunday School at all. Aft- 
er all, the Sunday School is the job of the superintendent 
and pastor, not yours. 

10.. Let the pastor, the superintendent, and the teacher 
each have a separate aim and method of procedure for the 
Sunday School. In case of difference, stick to your 


own method.

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GOALS! GOALS! WORLD VISION FOR CHRIST 
BEFORE TIME RUNS OUT! 


During the YOUTH FOR CHRIST, INTERNATIONAL, 
Third Annual Convention, July 13-20, 1947, held at 
Winona Lake, Indiana, this 20th century youth revival 
movement adopted, with sparkling enthusiasm, a program 
for the coming year which calls for a world conference 
in the Netherlands August 1-8, 1948, the sending forth 
of “no less than twenty gospel teams” in the next twelve 
months, the setting up of a YOUTH FOR CHRIST rally 
in every county in the United States—over 3,000 in all— 
and an all-out effort to EVANGELIZE THE WORLD IN 
THIS GENERATION. 

Dr. Torry M. Johnson, of Chicago, the re-elected presi- 
dent for the third time, said, “God challenged us at 
Winona and then gave us the grace to meet that chal- 
lenge. Under His power we’re going all-out on the gospel 
fighting fronts of the world to win as many souls for 
Him as we can while time remains.” 

The great outlook called for a budget of $528,000, over 
twice as much as was spent last year. Before the final 
meeting, the delegates and directors and visitors had 
raised in pledges and cash $428,000. 

Dr. Johnson reported that there are 1,400 YOUTH FOR 
CHRIST rallies throughout the world, with 1,000 of them 
on the North American Continent. The 600 delegates 
and directors attending the convention came from thirty- 
six states, all provinces of Canada, and from five foreign 
lands—England, China, Holland, the Philippines, and 
Spain. 

The WORLD CONFERENCE in Holland next year calls 
for 250 delegates from North America, 250 from Europe, 
and 250 from China, Africa, and Australia. Although 
sponsored by YOUTH FOR CHRIST, International, it will 
be for all evangelicals. 

The task of world evangelization stirred the Conven- 
tion time and time again. What a GOAL! Dr. Oswald 
Smith, of Toronto, Canada, told the throng, “I know of 
no movement on the face of the earth better equipped 
to do the job of reaching the youth of the world for 
Christ than the YOUTH FOR CHRIST movement, and if 
YOUTH FOR CHRIST misses this opportunity, it will have 
missed the opportunity of a generation.” 


It was unanimously voted to spend $340,000 on the 
foreign program for the coming year. Another $100,000 
was pledged for feeding and clothing the world, as well 
as sending for Bibles and other Christian literature. 

Reports from foreign lands told of four national groups 
already in existence. 

Since the last Annual Convention, in Minneapolis, six 
teams have circled the globe. British YOUTH FOR 
CHRIST has asked for six teams to cover England. 


In the United States alone we are told that 18,000 rural 
churches close their doors each year, and 30,000 com- 
munities in our land have no pastors. God help us to 
awaken to the great responsibility facing us in every 
county. Ministers, will you not help when the YOUTH 
FOR CHRIST comes to your county?

The statement President Johnson gave at the close of 
the Convention thrilled my heart as I read it. Here are 
his exact words: “God has given us a job to do, and as 
long as there are young people without Christ in the 
world, YOUTH FOR CHRIST will exist, grow and spread 
into every corner of the globe, until, we trust, the world 
shall be evangelized in our generation. We have a DEEP 
CONVICTION THAT TIME IS RUNNING OUT. (The caps 
are mine.—Ed.) What we do, we must do now. God’s 
enemies are risking their lives. We, too, must be willing to 
hazard all for the gospel. We will go in danger, in diffi- 
culty, but with confidence that in Him there is glorious 
victory.” 

Our own youth movement, under the direction of our 
National Youth Director, Ralph E. Williams, and the 
Youth Committee, has outlined a gigantic program which 
will challenge the support of every minister and layman 
of the Church of God. Stop a moment and catch a 
glimpse of the great responsibilities that are ours. These 
are days when God is calling for our best. You will see 
the program in this issue of the Evangel. 


What visions! What outstanding goals! But why not? 
It was the youth that responded and gave their all during 
the great World War II. They know what it is to sacrifice 
on the battlefield. They are now ready to accept the 
challenge to carry the gospel to ALL THE WORLD. Again 
I say, What visions! What possibilities! At a time such 
as this, when the Communistic forces of Russia have 
undertaken to conquer the world by a godless revolution 
in every nation, surely this is the time when God’s people 
should launch a final campaign in a struggle to death, 
to gain souls for Christ before the final crash comes, 
which crash is sure to come, and may strike very soon. 


But during all the calamities, with the shortness of 
time and the soon coming of the Lord, amid the cries of 
the YOUTH for an all-out-for-Christ campaign. May 
God have mercy. Shall we not start praying now for a 
WORLD-WIDE REVIVAL, an avalanche of God’s power 
to fall literally upon millions before the finals? and let it 
start first in our own hearts.

O ye hypocrites, ye can dis- 
cern the face of the sky; but can ye 
not discern the signs of the times?”

It is said that a man who lived on 
Long Island ordered a barometer from 
a reputable firm. Upon its arrival at 
his home, he carefully unpacked the 
instrument and hung it up. At once, 
the needle rested upon the word “hur- 
ricane.” He shook it vigorously, hop- 
ing to dislodge the needle, but it still 
stayed in the storm area on the dial. 
So great was his disappointment and 
anger, he wrote a letter of complaint 
to the firm, stating that the machine 
was no good. On his way to his of- 
fice in New York City the next morn- 
ing, he mailed the letter. At the close 
of the day, he returned to his Long 
Island home and found not only his 
barometer missing but his house was 
gone also. Although he disbelieved 
the barometer, it was right. His pos- 
sessions were gone.

people, and have a desire to be with 
God’s people. 

The second chapter of Acts tells us 
about the people on the day of Pen- 
tecost, how the Holy Ghost came 
down, and how they spake with 
tongues as the Spirit gave them ut- 
terance.

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What Price Preparedness? 


Zealots have been telling us that if 
we are to win the struggle for the 
world, we must prepare the country 
at once for atomic warfare. This 
Marine veteran, who was wounded in 
the fighting in the Pacific, and who 
returned to serve as an Aide to Com- 
mander Harold Stassen at the San 
Francisco Conference, adds up real- 
istically what it will cost us to dis- 
perse our industries, to move cities 
underground, and to build up our 
stockpiles for atomic bombardment.

The danger of atomic or biological 
sabotage requires a very large securi- 
ty police armed with sweeping powers 
to search and arrest. Although con- 
tinuous patrol of the national borders 
and inspection of every conceivable 
hiding place in the United States can- 
not provide absolute’ protection 
against the secret introduction of 
atomic time bombs, an efficient police 
can decrease the danger, though se- 
verely decreasing at the same time 
the civil liberties we take for granted. 
Not only will the government have to 
restrict drastically the rights and 
movements of its own citizens, but in 
self-defense it must attempt to main- 
tain the most efficient intelligence 
system in the world. The advantage 
an aggressor may gain. by a surprise 
attack makes it imperative that ad- 
vance warning be obtained from spies. 

These measures cannot be taken 
without deep changes in the nature 
of our political and economic insti- 
tutions. How, for example, can in- 
tensive armament production, com- 
bined with industrial and population 
dispersal, be achieved within a sys- 
tem of private enterprize? Certainly 
there will have to be long-range gov- 
ernment planning to a degree never 
dreamed of in the United States. 
No privately owned company will 
indulge voluntarily in the highly 
unprofitable enterprise of moving its 
plants out of a city and burying them 
in the open country. Preparedness 
on the scale now necessary demands 
a national defense plan that will have 
to govern and direct the entire econ- 
omy. This plan must determine what 
proportion of the national income is 
to be devoted to the various protective

measures, and the priority in which 
each step must be taken in order to 
assure the greatest speed and econ- 
omy. 

This national defense plan will re- 
quire regimentation in its most ex- 
treme form, but its effect and purpose 
will be directly opposite to the kind of 
welfare planning advocated by New 
Deal liberals. Its sole objective must 
be to create military power greater 
than that of any possible group of 
opponents; and as the competition 
grows in intensity, the individual will 
have to sacrifice more and more of 
his material welfare to its unlimited 
demands. Centralized and autocratic 
control of the economy is unavoidable, 
whatever the forms of ownership, so 
long as the nation must be continu- 
ously prepared to resist an atomic 
attack. The attempt to prepare for 
another war will defeat with equal 
finality both the efforts of those who 
wish to return to the legendary age 
of competitive, private enterprise and 
the labors of those who have looked 
ahead to an economy planned for the 
benefit of the majority and responsi- 
ble to its will. 

There is but one rational argument 
that can be used to justify these sac- 
rifices. It is undeniable that, in a 
world of armed states, superior mili- 
tary strength is the only way for a 
nation to protect its rights and terri- 
tory. This argument recognizes the 
consequences of the lawless anarchy 
in which the sovereign nations con- 
tinue to exist. But it is much easier 
to persuade men to fear a particular 
enemy than it is to convince them 
that the real danger lies in the in- 
stitutional pattern of national sover- 
eignty. The tendency of this fear to 
focus into suspicion of one _ spe- 
cific nation has been accelerated by 
the fact that only the Soviet Union 
has the potential strength to chal- 
lenge the armed supremacy of the 
United States. Because our own coun- 
try and Russia are the only two states 
which are physically capable of wag- 
ing a modern war with any hope of 
victory, each is the sole threat to the 
security of the other. 

Forced by international anarchy 


to prepare for another war, the 
leaders of the only two nations capa- 
ble of waging such a war tend to ex- 
aggerate the points of difference in 
the two societies as a means of per- 
suading their respective populations 
of the moral value of their sacrifices. 
The noblest principles of freedom be- 
come fraudulent propaganda when 
they are used to disguise an amoral 
competition for brute force and to lash 
masses of men into a crusading fury 
against each other. As the burden 
of armaments grows, the propaganda 
will have to grow proportionately un- 
til the American and Russian people 
are so indoctrinated with mutual fear, 
and so convinced of the righteous 
morality of their separate causes, that 
they will submit to all that prepared- 
ness now involves. 


Total preparedness means totali- 
tarianism for American citizens. 
There is hardly an aspect of human 
life that will not have to be corrupted 
to the organized pursuit of force. To- 
gether with their loss of the demo- 
cratic right to determine public pol- 
icy, the large majority of American 
citizens stand to lose also their right 
to choose their work and to live where 
they please. It is unlikely that the 
freedoms of speech and assembly can 
be allowed to survive. Conscripted 
to serve in the defense forces or to 
labor in the subterranean factories, 
regulated by police restrictions in - 
their attempts to travel, subjected to 
arbitrary search and arrest, forced to 
work longer hours at less pay, they 
will become mere instruments of the 
state. If there is complaint against 
these staggering sacrifices, the answer 
will always be that they are necessary 
in order to preserve the sovereign in- 
dependence of the United States. This 
is the monumental irony inherent in 
the whole policy of modern prepared- 
ness. 

Every argument that American 
leaders have advanced to prove the 
need for war preparations applies 
with equal force to the Soviet Union 
—and with more immediacy. To un- 
derstand the present concern of the 
Russians with national security, one 
must imagine what the attitude of 
the Americans would be if the United 
States had no atomic bombs and the 
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Soviet Union had a monopoly of them. 
Unable to strike back with equal force 
from the attack which the United 
States is today technically capable of 
delivering, the Russians have an in- 
centive for preparedness which we 
shall be able to comprehend only if 
we are faced one day with the su- 
periority of a potential enemy. 


The actual physical measures of de- 
fense necessitated by the new weap- 
ons are the same for Russia as they 
are for the United States. It, there- 
fore, seems fatuous under present con- 
ditions to demand that the Russian 
leaders replace the strict discipline of 
the Communist Party with the more 
representative methods of parliamen- 
tary democracy. An increase in regi- 
mentation is rather to be expected, 
and today the Russian people are being 
exhorted to “the highest pitch of abil- 
ity and technical skill under iron dis- 
cipline,” as the official Propaganda 
puts it. 

Likewise, the curtain of censorship 
and travel regulations performs func- 
tions indispensable to Russia’s securi- 
ty. By restricting the entrance of for- 
eigners and by keeping continuous 
watch on them while they are in the 
country, the Russians can hope to 
prevent potential enemies from dis- 
covering the nature of their defen- 
sive preparations. By sifting incom- 
ing news and by restricting the trav- 
el of Soviet citizens abroad, the gov- 
ernment is able to reconcile the Rus- 
Sian people to their lot with the in- 
dispensable illusion that workers else- 
where are victims of even worse con- 
ditions. 

To Americans, the existence of the 
Russian secret police, the NKVD, is 
the most damning indictment against 
the Soviet state. Yet it is difficult 
to see how so useful an instrument of 
national security can be eliminated, 
as long.as the menace of attack re- 
mains. Far from permitting the 
abolition of the police, the extreme 
sacrifices now demanded of a weary 
people require that it be strengthened. 

Like the United States, the Soviet 
Union is necessarily engaged in the 
world-wide competition to strengthen 
its allies, to win over such smaller 
nations as are still neutral, and to 
weaken potential enemies. Although 
its methods are more ruthless and 
direct than our own, Soviet policy in 
the Balkans is similar to American 
intervention in China and Greece. 
Each competitor seeks to ensure by 
force that the other does not gain the 
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controlling influence in areas each 
considers essential to its security. 

Every aspect of the Soviet state 
which the citizens of the Western 
democracies find objectionable is in- 
dispensable to its defense. The one- 
party dictatorship, the political cen- 
sorship, the secret police, and the in- 
tervention abroad are all essential to 
a Russian government confronted 
with the threat of atomic-biological 
war. Only when that threat has been 
removed will the Russian regime have 
the opportunity to relax its harsh 
discipline and to provide its citizens 
with a wider area of civil liberty and 
political responsibility. 

The future into which preparedness 
must lead the American and Russian 
people should now be clear. From the 
mass slaughters of the past, only two 
colossi have survived with sufficient 
strength to fight again. Each strives 
to establish such overwhelming mili- 
tary might that it need not fear the

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other, and yet these efforts merely 
multiply their suspicions. Like a 
malignant cancer, fear insatiably eats 
away what is best in both societies, as 
the riches of the land and the minds 
and bodies of the citizens are ham- 
mered into vast machines ready for 
instantaneous retaliation. When the 
populations of both states have been 
reduced to the indoctrinated and 
disciplined instruments of their re- 
spective high commands, prepared- 
ness will be complete, and life for the 
individual will be a drawn-out agony 
of oppression and suspense. 

In spite of this perfectly predictable 
outcome of their present policies, the 
two governments continue to promise 
their citizens peace and security if 
they will only sacrifice enough for 
armaments. If in truth the American 
and Russian people could avoid war 
by building two opposing citadels of 
power, the sacrifices they are called 
upon to make might perhaps be justi- 
fied. But is this the case? 

Those who assert that the United 
States, or the Soviet Union, or any 
other nation, can avert war today by 
preparing for it, are either blind to 
the facts or bent on aggression. In the 
absence of a reliable system of inter- 
national security, armed strength is 
a necessity for every nation, but it is 
no substitute for a workable world 
organization. No stable and enduring 
balance of power can result from the 
growing rivalry. Rather, an inflam- 
mable mixture is being created of mu- 
tual suspicions and hatreds which 
must sooner or later explode. 

Defensive measures are no longer 
distinguishable from preparations for 
attack. The same military and political 
precautions necessary to ensure a 
country’s capacity to retaliate would 
be equally essential if it planned an 
offensive war of conquest. In compel- 
ling nations to rely on the threat of re- 
taliation to deter aggression, the new 
weapons have placed a time bomb 
under the already unstable structure 
of international anarchy. The most 
elementary defensive precautions of a 
peaceful government are sufficient to 
spread terror and provoke desperate 
countermeasures. The impossibility of 
discovering the real intentions behind 
the physical necessities of prepared- 
ness makes it inevitable that what 
one state legitimately regards as an 
essential measure of self-defense, 
another will interpret as nearly 
equivalent to a declaration of war.

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THE NEED IN GERMANY 
James 2:15-17: “If a brother or sis- 
ter be naked, and destitute of daily 
food, and one of you say unto them, 
Depart in peace, be ye warmed and 
filled; notwithstanding ye give them 
not those things which are needful to 
the body; what does it profit? Even 
so faith, if it hath not works, is dead, 
being alone.” 

Think what it would mean if all 
the clothes you purchased today would 
have to, last you five or six years. What 
would you have after that time? Ger- 
many is a victim of circumstances and 
is in dire need. One of our church 
members in Germany has a family of 
eight. About five were born during the 
war but the ration card was so small 
that it was impossible to secure suf- 
ficient clothing for each child. The 
mother used the clothing that her 
first children had outgrown, but after 
the clothing was passed down to 
about three children, it was not 
good any more. 

There is another family who 
are refugees from the Russian 
Zone. When they came to our 
community,. they did not have 
any other personal possessions 
except what they wore, and per- 
haps two or three blankets. It 
is a family with three children. 
These people cannot buy any- 
thing, because there is nothing 
to buy. Our church members 
endeavor to assist such people 
in such circumstances but they 
are poor also. 

The hard, cruel winter is be- 
fore Germany. The little chil- 
dren cannot go to school, which 
is sometimes only one-half mile 
away, because they don’t have 
any shoes, stockings, under- 
clothing, or overcoats. All they 
once owned is torn and ragged, 
after seeing five or six years of . 
constant service. The stockings 
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they wear have been mended so many 
times that mother is unable to fix 
them any more. 

You may ask, Why don’t they stay 
in their rooms and houses where it is 
warm? These people are not able to 
buy wood or coal, because there isn’t 
any to buy. Therefore, they must 
dress warmly in order to keep their 
bodies alive. 

My father, Hermann Lauster, has to 
preach in a suit on Sunday which he 
brought over to Germany in 1936, 
when he left the United States. Many 
preachers in the States would not 
wear one like it on Sunday, or any 
other day of the week. 

The only means of transportation 
that Brother Lauster has is a motor- 
cycle. In the cold winter, he travels 
on his motorcycle from church to 
church, maybe forty or fifty miles in 
a night. He preaches hard to his

people. When he comes home at, 
maybe 2 o’clock at night, it will be 
about 4 o’clock before he gets warm, 
because he doesn’t have a good sup- 
ply of warm clothing, socks, or shoes. 
His whole body is stiff and cold and 
it is impossible for him to get warm 
even in bed. But he is not the only 
one in that situation. The most of 
our church members and friends in 
our immediate surroundings are in 
the same situation. Their thoughts 
are full of dread as they face the on- 
coming winter. 

What can you do to help? Send all 
the clothing you have stored away 
and let these people find comfort in 
their discouraging lives. The little 
children are in need of shoes, little 
hats to keep their heads warm, and 
scarfs. Give what you have.

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Boys and Girls May Now Drink in 
Taverns of Capital City 
(Continued from page 3) 

We not only heard this testimony, 
but added some testimony from our 
own investigation made inside these 
taverns, where liquors, sold at bars and 
tables to girls under age, were served 
by their male escorts, frequently by 
men in uniform, and that we had 
seen girls taken home or elsewhere in 
taxi cabs after closing hours, under 
the visible effect of such drinking. 

The late Superintendent Edward 
Kelley said the practice was in viola- 
tion of the law and ordered it dis- 
continued, even if the drinks sold 
adults were served to minors by their 
escorts. This decision by the Cor- 
poration Counsel sweeps this protec- 
tion to minors entirely away. These 
drinking mothers need no longer park 
their babes outside the tavern door, 
they can wheel them in, put nipples 
on beer bottles and serve their babies 
without violating the ABC Board 
regulations, as well as to other youth 
under legal age. 

This, at a time when J. Edgar 
Hoover has been warning the country 
of the terrifying increase in juvenile 
delinquency; and the Department of 
Justice recently held a national con- 
ference of social agencies, called by 
the President, to discover ways and 
means of combating juvenile delin- 
quency as public enemy number one. 

A DISPUTED CHARGE 

As stated on the front page of all 
four Washington papers, this decision 
means that a boy or girl can go into 
a bar or tavern with an adult and 
drink to saturation, provided the li- 
quor is not sold directly to the minor. 
If that is not putting a premium on 
juvenile delinquency, we wonder what 
would. Corporation Counsel West 
makes the startling statement, “It 
would require an army of detectives 
to catch every minor who consumes a 
drink sold to an adult.” That would 
imply that the Washington taverns 
have been selling intoxicants’ to 
others who have turned it over to 
“an army” of youth when it was in 
violation of the law. What may we 
not expect to happen to the boys and 
girls of Washington if this practice 
of serving youth is not in violation of 
the: law? 

CHICAGO SETS WARNING 

At the moment, Chicago is having 
a wave of juvenile crime and reign 
of rape tpon young girls, and the city 
is up in arms. Police Commissioner 
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Prendergast stated on August 9, as 
published in the Chicago Tribune, 
that this worse form of crime is due 
to the increase of drinking by youth, 
and “by women hanging around tav- 
erns to the neglect of their homes 
and children.” 

What will happen in Washington 
when not only the women but the 
boys and girls begin to hang around 
the taverns, to be legally plied with 
liquors when purchased for them by 
others?—National Prohibitionist.
